PARIS. Aug . 25.— 
That the pact 
for the renunciation of war, which 
is to be sig ned here Monday on be­ 
half of fifteen nations, open to all 
the world, was stressed today by 
Secretary Kellog g . He broug ht this 
out at a mass interview by French 
journalists 
who 
told 
him 
that 
many 
people 
cannot 
understand 
why so 
many 
powers, 
big and 
small, were left out of the Monday 
peace feast. 
“Peace under the Brian-Kellog g 
pact is free to all,” said Mr. Kel­ 
log g . 
“Countries which do not sig n 
the treaty here may all do so w’hen- 
ever they like.” 
The g ood humor of the American 
secretary of state, which has im­ 
pressed all who have come in con­ 
tact with him here, was tested by 
one 
persistent 
French 
journalist. 
He insisted upon asking : 
“How about the American sen­ 
ate? 
Will it ratify the pact?” 
Mr. Kellog g seemed surprised at 
the insistence of this inq uiry but 
he 
patiently 
explained 
that 
the 
American 
executive 
department 
can only make treaties and that it 
is 
for the senate itself to say 
whether they are to be ratified. 
Then he added a mild rebuke by 
telling the persistent q uestioner that 
he oug ht not to have insisted on an 
answer. 
After finishing with the news­ 
papermen, Mr. Kellog g made a pil­ 
g rimag e to the tomb of the un­ 
known soldier at the Arc De Tri- 
omphe. But he did this without es­ 
cort and in as simple a manner as

Ly dia we read tliat “.-^he wo rship­ 
ped Go d and heard u s: who se heart 
the Lo rd o pened, ihat slie attended 
u nto the things iliai were spo ken o f 
Pau l.” Likewise, o f the jailo r we 
read, “They spake u nto him 
the 
wo rd o f the Lo rd, and to all that 
were in his ho u se.” An analy sis o f

preparatio n o f the wo rk o f Go d pav­ 
ing the way fo r the Ho ly Spirit’s 
entrance into the heart. If co nver­ 
sio n is the vvo rk o f the Ho ly Spirit 
rather than the wo rk o f preacher o r 
evangelist it is o u r chief du ty as 
teachers and preachers to bring to

Repentance the First Step 
The first wo rd o f the jailo r the 
reco rd gives u s is his angu ished 
cry , “Sirs, what mu st I do to be 
saved?” It is the cry o f a so u l bu r­ 
den and eager to be rid o f it at 
any co st. Co nversio n means “tu rn­ 
ing.” and the first part o f the cy cle 
the so u l trav'els in co nversio n is re­ 
pentance, tu rning fro m sin. Christ’s 
o wn definitio n o f co nversio n and its 
resu lts, as given in his charge to 
Pau l, describes w hat was no w go ing 
o n in the jailo r's heart, viz.,“I send 
thee to o pen their ey es, and 
to 
tu rn them fro m darkness to light, 
and fro m the po wer o f Satan u nto 
Go d, that they may receive fo rgive­ 
ness o f sins, and inheritance amo ng 
them which are sanctified by faith 
that is in me.” 


Faith the Final Step 


Simu ltaneo u sly with the sinner’s 
• liming fro m the po wer o f Satan 
co mes his tu rning u nto Go d. 
.\s in 
lepentance he tu rns fro m sin, he, 
tu rns in fnith to Je.su s Christ as 
Savio u r fro m the sin he lo athes in 
repentance. Pau l and Silas were di­ 
recting the jailo r and his family to 
this step when they said to them, 
“Believe o n tlie Lo rd Jesu s Christ 
and tho u shalt be saved, and thy 
ho u se.” 
That he did believe the 
message is evidenced by his co m­ 
plete change o f attitu de to wards the 
go spel 
messengers, 
as 
“he 
to o k 
them the same ho u r o f the night, 
and vs ashed their stripes; and was 
baptized, he and all his, straight­ 
way . 
And 
when 
he 
had 
bro u ght 
them into his ho u se, he* set meat 
b**fo re them, and rejo iced, believing 
in Go d with all h is ho u se.” Thu s 
the ey cde begu n in repentance is 
that a rejo icing, fru itfu l faith pro v- 
perfectly 
co mpleted in 
faith, and 
ing itself ill serving lo ve.

they are no t equal to the strain. 
It is no t 
difficult to perfo rm any task, ho wever, 
when the enviro nment is pleasing and the 
surro unding influences are bright and en- 
( o uraging. 
We can all march with zeal 
w'hen gay music 
marks 
lime and the 
cheering is lo ud and spo ntaneo us. There 
is no thing o ut o f the o rdinary in that— 
merely easy go ing fo r the time being, and 
urely no o ne can take much credit to 
himself fo r o nly do ing what is pleasant to 
do . 
The test o f sincerity co mes, ho w­ 
ever, when the flags are furled and the 
drums are silent and there are no specta­ 
to rs to applaud o ur effo rts. 
The way 
suddenly beco mes dark and even fo rbid­ 
ding; difficulties o f o ne so rt and ano ther 
develo p unexpectedly; w’e are co nfro nted 
4*ith co nditio ns we never dreamed co uld 
develo p; life lo ses its elasticity fo r the 
time being and we do no t respo nd to the 
Hard demands upo n us as we sho uld. We 
kno w, naturally, that there is so mething 
Wro ng, that fo r so me inexplicable reaso n 
we are fo rced back upo n o urselves and 
¿'o m o urselves must gather the strength 
and the co urage, the ability and the per- 
deverance to "‘carry o n’’ until o ur go al is 
ifeached. 
{ Of co urse no o ne deliberately cho o ses 
l|ie darker side o f life. 
It is accepted, as

The po int, ho wever, is that ev­ 
erything depends upo n the spirit in which 
W’c accept its hardships. It is o nly natural 
ijiat w^e sho uld at first fight at least to a 
degree against the inevitable and do o ur 
liest to make the fight a wo rtlnvhile o ne. 
§ ut when w^e realize that the hardships 
qnd pro blems against which we struggle 
linisi be undertaken it is greatly to o ur 
credit to accept the burden with high 
5^)irit, unco mplainingly if po ssible, and to 
reso lve tu do all that wc can to make the 
'train as light as po ssildc. This, o f co urse, 
cm no t be achieved by a sulky unwilling- 
liess to sho ulder the burden^ no r by a 
gro wing spirit o f re.^entment because we 
(‘anno t have things o ur o wn way. 
Life 
ifiust go o n and it is to o ur o wn interests 
to make it as agreeable as po ssible no t 
(Hilv with the view* o f increasing o ur indi- 
víidual happiness but also in the ho pe o f 
lireventing o ur o wn dissatisfactio ns fro m 
leading to the unhappiness o f o thers. 
: One reaso n, o f co urse, why we so o f­ 
ten fail to keep pace with the pro cessio n 
\iheii it winds its w'ay o ver ro ugh paths 
acnd against heavy o dds is that we are no t 
i^le to gather strength and stimulus fro m 
(Kir individual reso urces. 
In o ther wo rds, 
we have no 
dependable 
reso urces, be­ 
cause if there were so mething upo n wiiich 
\¿c co uld fall back, so me po wer o f endiir- 
alice, so me ability to measure up to the 
etemands upo n us, so me spring o f refre^h- 
fUent fro m which we co uld gather new’ 
strength we wmuld no t be fo und lagging 
!>phind while o thers handicapped each in 
t |e i r o wn way by life’s disappo intments 
are able to fo rge to the fro nt. The 
we have o f o ur o wn the 
we w i 
f# o m o thers, and this applies to 


lo nely marching wc are called upo n to do . 
Others have marched witho ut music and 
banner 
and managed in their o wn way 
to find so mething wo rthw’hile o n every 
hand and to make wo rthwhile o ppo rtuni­ 
ties to help them o ver the way. 
Indeed, 
it ha.s largely been because o f their set­

vegetable fiber grown that has the 
great beauty, lust£ r and 
lasting 
qualities of flax,” said my mistress, 
^ h e process of growing, carding, 
l^lnning and weaving flax are all 
interesting, so that I am going to 
write you what my mistress told 
the children about it. 
Linen is the oldest fabric known 
to man. 
The Bible speaks of it 
saying that they were clothed In 
purple and fine linen. 
In the earliest Egyptian tombs, 
the mummies were wrapped in linen, 
while today 
after 
thousands of 
years linen still holds its place 
among the fabrics. 
Linen 
has 
so 
many 
valuable 
i qualities that nothing can take its 
1 place. 
Ireland produces the finest grade 
;0f flax due to its climate and the 
method of bleaching the linen out of 
! doors instead of by chemicals which 
affect the fiber. 
In Ireland it is one of the most 
fascinating sights to see the linen 
spread out on the grass to bleach. 
This process of nature’s bleaching 
i takes much longer than the chemi­ 
cal process but the linen bleached 
in this way will last for centuries 
while the same linen bleached by 
chemicals will last only a com­ 
paratively short time; so that the 
Irish linen will always hold Its own 
among the textiles of the world. 
“ You know, children,” said my 
mistress, “ that the flax fiber lies 
.lust Inside of the bark of the stem 
in a thin layer. This stalk is tall 
and 
slender, 
measuring 
about 
thirty-six inches high. 
When in blossom the flax field is 
a beautiful sight, for there is no 
blossom that is as brilliant a bine 
as this dainty flax. 
When the flax is ripe the stalks 


water. 
The flax it gathered and 
placed In bundles and put Into a 
(luiet pool of water where the outer' 
bark rots away. This process takes 
nothing from the fiber but leaves 
it long and glossy ready to spla 
into the beautiful linen that wiU 
outlast any other fabrics 
This is why linen has been 
lected as the only fabric available' 
for the wings of the aeroplane^ 
For Its great strength and being so) 
light makes it the most practical 
fabric to use for this purpose. 
Linen can be spun into the flnestl 
thread known and this thread has 
to be spun under certain condltloni, 
namely a dark, damp cave or cellar 
where the walls and the atmosphere 
are so damp that the fla s fibere 
when spun into this fine thread 
are not affected by a '^ry etmos-i 
phere which makes this thread] 
everlasting. 
The lace makers of c e n tu rie s 
learned to spin their flax und 
these conditions and you wiU 
lace tcKiay made from tbta th re a d! 
in musiums, in as perfect a con­ 
dition as the day that the lace 
maker made this work of a rt that 
is now treasured by us and is price­ 
less. 
Flax 
is grown 
in 
practically 
every country in the world. 
America has been successful in 
growing flax but the fiber is tool 
coarse to use for making fine 
linens. 
So that the flax is allowed 
to ripen and go to seed and thls( 
seed is used to manufacture l’':« eedl 
oil. 
The coarse fiber taken from the 
ripe stems is used for linen crash 
and as a filler for certain fabrics.
